Report of School Board. 


Twenty-nine weeks of schooling has been the amount 
that nearly all the divisions in town have had the past 
year, save in 2 and 8. In the former there were only 
two pupils a good portion of the spring term, and it was 
not thought advisable to have another term as the two 
pupils were well convened in Division 10. 

The school known as the Grammar school in division 
8 was brought to a sudden termination by the burning 
of the school building on January 17, 1895. It is not 
positively known how the building caught on fire, but 
probably from an over-heated stove, each stove standing 
in a partition between the schoolroom and the entry. 
As the school had but two weeks longer to be in session 
it was not thought advisable to fit up another room for 
so short a time. The books, maps, charts, flag, and some 
of the seats and desks were saved from burning. 

The closing exercises of the different terms of the 
schools have been of an interesting character, and have 
been attended by a large number of parents and friends 
of the many pupils. 

The presence of parents and friends in the schoolroom 
at all times is an incentive to both teacher and pupils to 
make the best possible use of their time, and they always 
will receive a warm welcome, and the kind words they 
are pleased to say are of great assistance to all. 

It being necessary to make a change in the Geography 
used in our schools for several years past, the school 
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board after a very careful examination of the work com- 
piled by different authors concluded to adopt Potter’s 
Advanced and Elementary Geography, and the high 
favor in which it has been received by both teachers and 
pupils proves the selection to have been a worthy one. 

The High school for the entire year has been under the 
charge of Prof. F. L. Pugsley assisted by Mrs. Lillian A. 
Brown, who have been untiring in their efforts to assist 
the large number of pupils who have been under their 
instruction in the various branches taught, and in main- 
taining the reputation the school has attained for disci- 
pline and thoroughness of instruction. 


Prof. Pugsley’s course of study contained in last year’s 
report has received many commendations from promi- 
nent educators, and any young man graduating from 
this school will be admitted to the best colleges upon the 
proper certificate of Prof. Pugsley. Two young ladies 
graduated at the close of last spring term, and several 
more, young ladies and gentlemen, will graduate at the 
close of the term the coming spring, and a very large 
class will graduate in 1896. 

The High school is in need of more room in order that 
its aims and purposes may be fully carried out, and we 
sincerely hope that the town, while making provision 
for a home for the Grammar school, will see to it that 
the High school may be amply provided for, so that it 
may continue under the direction of Prof. Pugsley. who 
has been so zealous and faithful in his capacity as prin- 
cipal. 

It is with great pleasure that we again call attention 
to the roll of honor, as showing the interest of our pupils 
in their studies, and we desire to say that many others 
very nearly reach this position, but who, through illness 
or something beyond their control, are prevented from 
so doing. All of these efforts assure the parents and all 
concerned of the high mark of attendance and deport- 
ment which all desire to attain. 
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At the date of this report the winter term of the High 
school had two weeks to continue in session, so that the 
salaries of the teachers for the winter term and the re- 
muneration of the janitor-do not appear in the financial 
report, but are placed in a statement showing the assets 
and liabilities of the High school. 

It is expected that the balance of the appropriation 
for 1894, together with the tuitions of the spring term 
of the eNeab will satisfy all demands against.the school 
for that Sain.

The annual examination of books has been made by 
the trustees, and they have been found in good condition, 
giving evidence of good and faithful care.
